ce 3 cases of measles were notified —- 2 cases of scarlet fever 

and one case of Puberculusis. Visits were paid by the nurse to the

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: Influenza. 

A shout mila Opidemic of Influenza occuxred in July. There 
were no deaths and the patients soon recovered. Towards the end 
of October the Influenza gostei first appceareéa in the district. 
‘The first eases appoared in the Holymoorside district, it yvapidly 
spread through the district. The Walton district wag affected 
alnost Sinult eee ayy also the Wadshelf district. The latter cis- 
trict howevex escaped ae | owing to the scatticred nature of 
the areas The epidemic gppeared in Cutthorpe area about a fortnight 
hax. ‘There igs no doubt that the more scattered the population, 
the less he risk of infection, and the mere congested ths popula- 
Be tie pecotc. the risk of infection and the quicker the spread. 
There were 6 deaths from Influenza = 5 in adults, one in a child, 
aged 14 mecilia choniies tare Whooping Cough. Of the 5 adult deathe - 
—- deaths weie in females between Li and 33 and two in malos awed 
“35 and 42. It will be noted that whereas childron as well ag adults 
were affected, there weze no deaths due to uncomplicated Influenza 
in children. | ; 

The epidemic abated about the middle of Decembox. A fact which 
came under my personal shuertat ion that scarcely anyone who was 
affected during the July epidemic was affected in the November onc. 
Opistaxis was an extremely common sympton during the cpidemic. 


Respirs sory complications rarely supervened if the mouth and thiocat 
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could be kept in & healthy state. Fresh air and a healthy estate 
of the mouth and throat were the best preventatives of ocom- 
plications. | 

Hanébills fiving "Precautions to be taken for the prevention . 
of the spread of Influenza” were distributed throughout the dis- 
trict. On November 5th ali the Schools in the district were 
elosed — these remained closed until the 16th November - It was 
necessary to again close the Cutthoryve School on the 4bhh December 
- @wing te the evidemic erviving latcr in that part of the district. 
this school remained clesed until the end of the vear. At one 
school where the population is more congested 60% of the children 
attending contracted the disease. In another school in @ scattered 
area only 26% weze affected. 

Through the courtesy of the Medical Suverintendant of Penmore 
Isolation Hospital, I was able te proeure the services of & 
nurse, who was of very great help in the part of the district 
nost eersoesiy aifected. 

Sanitary Conditions. 

The scavenging of the district has not been carried out in an 
efficient manner. The cause has been the difficulty of obtaining 
1lébour and trenssort. 

In the futivre it should be the aim of the Council te insist 
on Water Closets where possible and where this is impossible to 
insist on p&il-closecis. The clé system of privy-middens should 


nut be allowed anywhere. 4 is a dicgusting, filthy and 
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unhealthy arrangement. Moreover it is quite understandable the 
difficulty of obtaining labour to empty such pisces. It ia un- 
fair to any human being to expect him to undertake such a@ job. 


ve must have a regular biewdéekly or weekly routine of empty- 


_ ing pail-clossts, and ash pits should be replaccd by ash bins, 


To ecairy out an efficient Schedule it will be necessary fox 
the Ccuncil to have the complete use of two horsogs and two carts, 
and these to be under control of the Sanitary Inspector. 

The sewage beds will require taking in hand and renovating 
tO deal with the extra gowage which will accrue from the soon- 
version of existing privy-middins to W.C's.
